This 
is what renders village life for me, and I am sure for many others, 
so rewarding and worth-while.

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SUDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 
PIR@ CALLS: We have just experienced the calm after the storn, 


having had only 13 calls during the last month. 
They were made up as follows - 1 Kitchen Fire at Adderbury, 1 Van 
Fire full of giant sized soft toys, on the main Oxford Road near 
Rousham, 1 Hedgerow Fire near Deddington Hill, 5 calls to False 
Alarms on Automatic Systems. This brings the year's total sp far 
to 152, (This includes 5 calls this month to stand by at Banbury 
Tire Station. ) 
TRAINING: As everyone is probably aware, we have a weekly training 
session every Tuesday evening. The training varies from week to week 
so that during every quarter we endeavour to cover all aspects of 
“ire Service Operational Procedures. On llth September we had rather 
an unusual exercise and that was to rescue 2 casualties from an 
underground Royal Observer Corps Observation Post, this may sound 
simple enough, but the Post is 20ft below ground; it is left long, 
7ft wide and 7ft high. Access is by means of a vertical ladder in 
a 2ft square shaft. The room itself contains 2 single beds, a desk, 
plus other Monitoring Equipment. This leaves very little space in 
which to carry our rescue work. Our casualties were supposedly to 
nave fallen down the shaft, one sustaining back injuries, the other 
leg injuries. This necessitated the use of a stretcher, but we do 
not carry stretchers. This meant we had to improvise and use one 
half of our short extension ladder. Strapping a casualty on to a 
ladder is a two man operation. Therefore, what with furniture, 2 
casualties and 2 Fire service personnel down below, all the space 
was taken up. Nevertheless, number one casualty was successfully 
secured to the ladder. The next problem was to raise the casualty 
to the surface and high enough to clear the shaft, which itself 
stood 4 ft above ground level. ‘This meant splitting our 35ft 
extension lad"er to make shear legs and by using a rescue line from 
the top of the shear legs the improvised stretcher was wound up high 
enough to clear the shaft. On completion of the first rescue the crew 
were informed that the underground room had filled with toxic fumes, 
and with a casualty still down this weant that the crew had to act 
quickly. Two men wearing breathing apparatus descended the shaft 5 
a thied breathing apparatus set was then lowered. This was strapped 
on to the casualty to enable him to carry on breathing whilst his 
injured leg was immobilised. The rescue line was then eg ae

During the whole of the 
operation I was only an observer making notes on all aspects of 
the exercise and I would like to say ‘well done' to all the chaps 
in the crew for a very difficult exercise so successfully ané 
expertly carried out, under the watchful eyes of personnel of the 
Royal Observer Corps and our Divisional Commander.

Hedgerows We all know thet some years are better than others for 
aaa and berries, Lf only from tre annual pagen ritual of collecting 
‘olly to brighten the Christmas season. t every year many wild 
creatures have to collect or feed up on food to take them throuch 
tae comins winter. Everywrere now in the hedgerows, small animals 
are putting on fat or storing nuts end berries. Often you will find 
an old birds' nest with rosehirs in it, nut there by a mouse. Wood 
mice are agile climbers an? will store food in this way. Voles, 
like mice, will eat meat and vegetable matter; shrews are mostly 
carnivorous, feeding on 2 wide variety of small insects. Hecsehogs 
are foraging hard now for insects, snails, slugs and worms, 
they hibernate in a nest of dry leaves and moss in the 
hev.ges.
